When they return from their holidays they will record their next L.P. and single.

It's a double-tracked 
ballad, accompanied by just an acoustic guitar. The definate title is yet to 
be decided on. 


In July the group films a T.V. spectacular with Frankie Howerd, in which 
you will see them doing comedy sketches.

It will be a three months location, but the boys will have breaks in which 
they can come back to England. 


I wish I could enlarge upon these news items for you, but I hope to do so by 
the next newsletter, when the arrangments will be more definite,

he would be able to sell to a T.V., company, which will include professional actors 
and actresses.

He has decided to fix loud-speakers all around 
his mews flat, set up a turntable, and give the neighbours a taste of his own private 
record collection! 


You must forgive me if this seems more like a newsletter for Maurice Gibb than 
the Bee Gees, but at the others have been away on holiday, he's the only one I've 
been able to corner for news! 


Last time I saw Barry he was about to buy his long-awaited Pyranean mountain 
puppy. He has not yet decided on a name or where he is going to keep it when it 
grows, but as he says - they are minor details! Barry has also become a member of 
the ‘car set'. He passed his driving test two weeks ago - first attempt - and as 
a result has treated himself to a silver Marcos.
